Strategy Planned 
Regarding OCUA Proposal

Dr. Ross Paul, President of 
Laurentian University, is trying to 
feel out the response to the discus- 
sion paper recently released by the 
Ontario Council on University Af- 
fairs (OCUA) entitled Sustaining 
Quality in Changing Times: Fund- 
ing Ontario Universities. A meeting 
of "LU stake holders" on Friday Sep- 
tember 2 was the in a series of 
attempts to prepare a response to 
OCUA. 

The paper outlines what 
OCUA sees as the goals for Ontario 
Universities. Among those objec- 
tives are, accessibility, an emphasis 
on teaching, increased transfer cred- 
its between universities and univer- 
sities and colleges, enhanced coop- 
eration and "rationalization", and a 
more efficient funding system. 

From this, OCUA derived 
three possible funding strategies. The 
first involves the current system of 
corridors and enrollment targets. The 
second option is strictly enrollment 
sensitive and option C involves gov- 
ernment purchases of services from 
universities on government negoti- 
ated terms. 

The paper has received a very 
negative review since its release in 
late August. Steve Cardinali, SGA 
Vice President External, called the 
document "self-defeating". Dr. Ross 
Paul labeled the document as having 
a "pretty clear agenda". In an Au- 
gust 28 memorandum prepared by 
Dr. Paul, he identified possible threats 
to Laurentian. He listed major budget 
cuts, the possibility of becoming a 
glorified community college, hav- 
ing less political clout than other 
universities, low profile and a free 



market on tuition fees as the biggest 
concerns from the Laurentian point 
of view. 

OCUA has scheduled hear- 
ings all Ontario universities; Lauren- 
tian is scheduled for Wednesday Sep- 
tember 28 giving L.U. slightly more 
than two weeks to submit a response 
to the document. Also facing a simi- 
lar time constraint are the two other 
"Northern" Universities, Nipissing 
University (scheduled for September 
27) and Lakehead (September 29). 
The outcome of these hearings will 
be a factor in the restructuring of the 
funding system. 

At the September 2nd meet- 
ing Dr. Paul urged those in attend- 
ance to be "overwhelmingly posi- 
tive" and to maintain a strong vision. 
The commentary from the largely 
faculty and staff revealed a fairly 
consistent response through the staff, 
faculty and students who were in 
attendance. Many participants in the 
discussion sighted Laurentian's suc- 
cess in achieving the OCUA objec- 
tives already. 

Dr. Paul stressed the impor- 
tance of involvement from all depart- 
ments and walks of university life. 
All concerned parties, staff, student 
and faculty, are invited to send their 
comments and concerns to the Presi- 
dents Office for consideration in the 
official response. Anyone requiring 
a copy of the discussion paper can 
contact the SGA office in the Student 
Centre or by telephone at 673-6547. 
A pre-presentation of the Laurentian 
response is scheduled for September 
26 with the official hearing to follow 
on the 28th.

CambrianlLaurentian Agree- 
ment Opens Doors for Engi- 
neering and Engineering Tech- 
nology Graduates 

Cambrian College President 
Glenn N. Crombie and Laurentian 
University President Dr. Ross H . Paul 
this week signed an articulation 
agreement that will enhance and en- 
courage educational mobility be- 
tween Cambrian's School of Tech- 
nology and Laurentian's Faculty of 
Science and Engineering. 

Under the Articulation Agree- 
ment between Laurentian Universi- 
ty's Faculty of Science and Engi- 
neering and Cambrian College's 
school of Technology, graduates of 
Cambrian'sChemical,. Civil, Metal- 
lurgical, and Mining Engineering 
Technology Programs, who have 
completed Laurentian's eight-week 
summer Engineering Program. 

Cambrian provides speciali- 
zation in chemical, civil, metallurgi- 
cal, and mining engineering technol- 
ogy through separate programs in 
each discipline. In light of this, and 
to ensure an equivalent third and 
fourth year workload, Cambrian stu- 
dents entering the third year of the 
Bachelor of Engineering Program at 
Laurentian will be granted exemp- 
tion from all first and second year 



courses, except for certain courses 
that provide an introduction to disci- 
plines in which they did not major, 
and from technical elective courses 
which are normally taken during the 
third and fourth years of the Bachelor 
of Engineering program. 

In addition, graduates of Lau- 
rentian's Bachelor of Engineering 
Program and students currently reg- 
istered in the Program who do not 
choose to or are unable to complete 
the requirements for graduation may 
be accepted, with advance standing, 
to a relevant Cambrian engineering 
technology program. 

"The speed at which the ar- 
ticulation agreements are being de- 
veloped," said Cambrian President 
Glenn Crombie, "clearly shows how 
serious both Cambrian and Lauren- 
tian are about their commitment to 
provide enhanced educational oppor- 
tunities to residents of Northern On- 
tario. The Agreement signed today is 
particularly important in that it mar- 
ries the practical, specialized train- 
ing are the college level with the 
theoretical, research-oriented ap- 
proach at the university level.

Clubs Need Not Apply!

Some of you might have no- 
ticed that the student centre welcomed 
a new tenant, ie the Women's Centre. 
They will be located in room L233. 
For upper year students, room L233 
did have previous occupants such as 
the Comer Store and Kampus Kuts. 

My few comments are not in 
support or against the Women ' s Cen- 
tre having their services available on 
campus, but to let students know how 
they did receive a space in the student 
centre and problems the SCMC (Stu- 
dent Centre Management Commit- 
tee) and others might encounter in 
weeks to come since other individu- 
als or groups have asked for a space 
in the Student Centre and were turned 
down. 

The Women's Centre began 
offering officially their services on 
campus beginning May 1994 when 
the SCMC gave them permission the 
use of the room L227 (a boardroom 
in the Student Centre) during the sum- 
mermonths since nobody was around. 
The Women's Centre passed a peti- 
tion on campus during the summer 
(when most students are not on cam- 
pus) to prove to the SCMC that a 
Women's Centre will be necessary 
on campus and should be located in 
the Student Centre. Therefore, dur- 
ing one of their meetings, the SCMC 



approved the request of the Women 's 
Centre for the use of L233 during the 
94-95 academic year. 

Like most of you might not 
know, but the room L233 was desig- 
nated as a business venture location, 
where a local business or a student 
run business can set up their store and 
offer their services to the students. To 
occupy this space, a rent must be paid 
to the SCMC for the duration of the 
rental contract. 

Now, since the Women'sCen- 
tre is locating into a room designated 
as a business location, which means 
that a rent must be paid for the use of 
the space. Since the Women's Centre 
is new on campus and does not have 
the budget to pay for a full year's 
rent, a compromise has been reached 
during one of the SCMC's meetings. 
The agreement was that the Wom- 
en's Centre can move into room L233 
and both student associations (with 
other funding from other sources 
given) will bear most of the cost of 
the rent for the academic year (which 
comes up to roughly $1,800). The 
Women's Centre will try to pay some 
of this amount through fund-raisers 
and other financial contributions re- 
ceived by other parties. 

Therefore, I suggest to all 
clubs, councils and other groups on 
campus to approach both student as- 
sociations and demand an explana-

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tion for these decisions, since most of 
you have been on campus much 
longer than the Women's Centre, 
most of you will serve a greater per- 
centage of the student population on 
campus and most of you have gone 
through tougher financial times at 
some point in time during your or- 
ganisation's history. Also, I'm posi- 
tive that not one club on campus has 
received so much support, financial 
backing and a room to operate their 
affairs from a student association (ei- 
ther SGA or AEF) during their first 
year of operations compared to what 
the Women's Centre has received in 
only a few months. 

I hope that this will bring clubs 
and student groups to approach their 
student representatives on both stu- 
dent associations who sit on the 
SCMC and discuss the decisions that 
were made during the summer and 
discuss ways that clubs and students 
groups can receive the same kind of 
treatment as did the Women's Cen- 
tre, i.e. a separate room for each club 
and student group on campus, extra 
club and student group funding and a 
greater communication between all 
user groups of the Student Centre, 
(student associations, student news- 
papers, student radio, student clubs 
and other groups) concerning further 
decisions that will affect the use of 
space in the Student Centre. 

P.S. Even the Off-Campus Housing 
Office, who serves most off-campus 
students (over 75% of the student 
population) was turned down as a 
permanent resident in room L233 
( without rent)

After having been closed for 
more than three years, Laurentian 
University's Doran Planetarium re- 
newed its link with the astronomy 
community in early May. With its 
reopening, space aficionados and star 
gazers can once again visit the Plan- 
etarium and ponder various myster- 
ies of the universe. 

Mr. Paul-Emile Legault, 
Technologist in the Department of 
Physics and astronomy, believes that 
this reopening gains greater impor- 
tance due to the increase in popular- 
ity of astronomy over the last few 
years. And since Laurentian has 
Northern Ontario's only planetarium, 
and is one of only three Canadian 
universities with one on its campus, 
the University will take the lead in 
promoting astronomy. 

Since the Planetarium had 
been closed for a few years, modifi- 
cations and updating had to be under- 
taken. In addition to the fine-tuning 
of the central projector, it was neces- 
sary to resynchronize the sound with 
pictures coming from dozens of pro- 
jectors, and build the required inter- 
faces to link a computer with the 
central projector. 

As well, the Doran Plan- 
etarium went ahead with two new 
productions (in English and in French) 
that take into account the most recent 
astronomical advances. Grand Tour, 
recommended for students of ages 6 
to 21 4, will enable the public to take 
part in a imaginary journey through 
the solar system.
